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DETAILED ACTION 
Reassignment Affecting Application Location

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 11-12,15-17 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Akihiro et al teaches a wireless base station that transmits a control signal to a 
non-specific mobile station by forming an omnidirectional antenna pattern and transmits 
a control signal to a specific mobile station by forming an array antenna pattern, the 
wireless base station comprising: a judging unit forjudging, when the control signal is to 
be transmitted to the specific mobile station, whether both of the following condition are 
satisfied: a difference between received reference signals in an immediately preceding 
reception from a mobile station is equal to or larger than a threshold value, and; and a 
controlling unit operable to, when the judging unit judges in the affirmative, stop the 
wireless base station from forming the array antenna pattern and force the wireless 
base station to transmit the control signal by forming an omnidirectional antenna 
pattern. Akihiro et al teaches field strength level is received, when a base station 2 
measures beforehand the sending-signal level of wireless terminal 1 1 and call 
origination occurs. The level comparison with the threshold established beforehand is 
performed, and it is a threshold. If it becomes above, allocation processing of the Omni 
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beam will be performed. Hamabe et al (US 6731949) a service area is divided into cells 
with base stations and mobile stations and the base stations are connected to a control 
station connected to a communication network including other control stations. The 
base stations transmit pilot signals at a constant transmission power, which is measured 
by units in the mobile stations. When a mobile station moves, the pilot signal value 
varies and control commands are formed for the base station to increase or decrease 
transmission power to a predetermined reference level. Wong et al (6233466) teaches a 
time lapse between the immediately preceding reception of the control signal exceeds a 
predetermined length. Claims 15 and 17 are allowable (with other combinations and 
Applicant's remarks) over the prior art of record since the cited references taken 
individually or in combination fails to particularly teach a controlling unit for forcing, 
when the judging unit judges both conditions are satisfied, the wireless base station to 
stop forming the array antenna pattern and to transmit the control signal by forming an 
omnidirectional antenna pattern.
